g as produ ction . 
Chief Ju stice Warren E. Bu r 
g er den ied an appeal by U.S. 
Steel late Mon day to forestall 
the cu rtailm en t. 
The n ation ’s larg est steel pro­ 


du cer had ask ed the chief ju s­ 
tice to stay a Federal Power 
Commission order approv in g 
the cu tback set for 5 p.m. Mon ­ 
day , bu t he den ied the requ est 
an d g av e n o ex plan ation for his 
decision . 
“Pen din g fu rther rev iew, we 


are in me process ot shu ttin g 
down those operatin g s affected 
by the n atu ral g as cu rtail­ 
m en t,’’ a compan y spok esman 
said today . 
He said the 1,300 employ es 
wou ld be laid off immediately , 
an d 500 others wou ld be idled 


at a later, u n specified time.

The In dian s said they 
believ ed the sn owmobilers were white v ig ilan tes determin ed to 
en d the occu pation by force. 
The In dian s are deman din g that the estate be tu rn ed ov er to 
the Men omin ees for u se as a hospital, clin ic or alcoholism treat­ 
men t cen ter.

In c., Bethesda, Md., had person ally g u aran teed the 1971 ban k 
loan to the compan y , which defau lted in 19 73. 
Ren tschler, who headed Richard Nix on ’s presiden tial cam ­ 
paig n in Illin ois in 19 6 8, was in dicted in 19 73 on charg es that he 
defrau ded 25 ban k s an d three other fin an cial in stitu tion s of 
more than $1 million . 


Playboy executive found dead 


CHICAGO (AP)— The ex ecu tiv e assistan t to Play boy m ag ­ 
azin e pu blisher Hu g h Hefn er has been fou n d dead of an apparen t 
dru g ov erdose. 
Bobbie Arn stein , 34, whose body was fou n d in a hotel room 
Mon day , was recen tly con v icted on federal charg es of con spir­ 
in g with two men to distribu te cocain e. 
She had receiv ed a 15-y ear prison sen ten ce, pen din g a 9 0- 
day psy chiatric ex amin ation . 
While appealin g the con v iction , Miss Arn stein had retu rn ed 
to work for Hefn er. 
A federal g ran d ju ry has been in v estig atin g the charg es that 
n arcotics hav e been u sed at Hefn er’s man sion s in Chicag o an d 
Bev erly Hills, Calif. Sev eral employ es of Hefn er’s $200-million 
corporate empire of mag azin es, hotels, clu bs an d films ap­ 
peared before the g ran d ju ry in Chicag o in December. 
Crawford had told n ewsmen he did n ot mean that Hefn er 
k n ew of the u se of dru g s or con don ed or distribu ted them. 
Police said they did n ot k n ow whether Miss Arn stein ’s ov er­ 
dose was acciden tal They said she check ed in to the Mary lan d 
Hotel Satu rday u n der the n ame of Roberta Hillman . She g av e 
the home address of Shirley Hillman , a frien d who on ce work ed 
with her at the Play boy man sion . 
A driv er’s licen se in the n ame of Roberta Arn stein , listin g 
the Play boy man sion ’s address, was fou n d in the room. Her 
body was discov ered by a hotel en g in eer sen t to ask her to pay 
ren t for a secon d day ’s occu pan cy .

allowan ce”

Nessen reported Ford, if Con ­ 
g ress approv es, in ten ds to dis­ 
tribu te an addition al $2 billion 
an n u ally u n der rev en u e sharin g 
prog rams to 
s t a t e an d local 
g ov ern men ts. These pay men ts 
wou ld be desig n ed to offset 


their hig her fu el costs. In sim ­ 
ilar fashion , the federal g ov ern ­ 
men t wou ld retain $3 billion 
from its added rev en u es from 
ex cises an d tariffs to cou n ter­ 
balan ce its own hig her fu el ou t­ 
lay s. 
Fin ally , Nessen said, in div id­ 
u al tax pay ers who in stall storm 
win dows or in su lation in their 
homes cou ld dedu ct 15 per cen t 
of the cost, u p to a max imu m 
of $150 a y ear, from their tax 
bills. He said this wou ld cost 
the Treasu ry abou t $500 million 
a y ear.

It catalyzed a measure of coordi­ 
nated Arab action that produced the 
selective oil embargo and energy 
crisis, brought the superpowers to 
the brink of confrontation and forced 
the United States into intensive dip­ 
lomatic efforts, previously shunned 
The lesson is clear Should nego­ 
tiations wane or stall, thereby freez­ 
ing the present unacceptable status 
quo. renewed war is all but inevita­ 
ble. 
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It's no secret that government 
has become the nation's biggest 
business, employing nearly 13-mil­ 
lion people and accounting for 22 per 
cent of the gross national product 
Spending by state and local gov­ 
ernments alone increased 80 per 
cent between 1968 and 1972, and at 
least up until the current recession 
hit they were adding about 450,000 
employes each year. 
Thè country’s taxpayers are de­ 
manding more services from feder­ 
al. state and local governments than 
ever before—yet paradoxically they 
are screaming louder than ever 
about how much it’s costing. 
W hy?

Jam es Hayes: “ More than ever, the 
American taxpayer feels he is being 
overcharged." 
Hayes is president of the Ameri­

Managem ent 
Associations 
(A M A ), a nonprofit 
organization 
that conducts worldwide manage­ 
ment training programs for more 
than 100,(XK) business and govern­ 
ment executives annually. 
Few would deny that there is con­ 
siderable room for improvement in 
the efficiency of government. The 
National Commission on Productivi­ 
ty has projected that an annual pro­ 
ductivity improvement of just one 
per cent could reduce government 
expenditures by almost $5 billion by 
1985. 
There are pockets of progress 
across the country. Here and there, 
innovative programs are saving cit­ 
ies hundreds of thousands of dollars 
a year. But widespread inefficiency 
persists, and the reasons that stand 
out are the inherent difficulty of 
managing modern government and 
the shortage of qualified managers 
in government. 
Probably little can be done about 
the former, but there may be an an­ 
swer to the latter: Apply the proven 
management techniques of business 
to government. This is the basis if a 
new training service being offered to 
government by the Professional In­ 
stitute. a unit of AMA. 
The AMA has conducted man­ 
agement training programs for such 
public organizations and groups as 
the governor's cabinet of South Da­ 
kota. the Massachusetts State Board 
of Education, the personnel officer 
of the Commonwealth of Pennsylva­ 
nia, City Clerks Assn. of Colorado 
and the cities of Richmond and Alex­ 
andria, Va. 
When the people demand more 
and better services for their money, 
it is not really a paradox, says 
Hayes. What they are asking is that 
governments explain and justify in 
terms every citizen can understand 
what benefits are being received 
from the dollars and man-hours in­ 
vested—in a word, productivity. 
And the key to improving produc­ 
tivity in government, he contends, is 
through more professional manage­ 
ment.

fn adm inistering a profound 
shock to the complacent West by vir­ 
tue of its control of the lion s share of 
the world's store of oil, the Moslem 
world is repeating something it did 
twice before in history. 
The first time occurred imme­ 
diately after the message of Moham­ 
med captured pagan Araby, recalls 
a thoughtful article in a recent Busi­ 
ness Bulletin of the Cleveland Trust 
Co. 


Either because of spiritual exhili- 
ration or some inexplicable change 
in their genes, the formerly placid 
Arabs embarked on a series of suc­ 
cessful military adventures 
In a 
comparatively short time, they sub­ 
dued most of the Mediterranean lit­ 
toral. overran the Iberian Peninsula 
and scaled the Pyrennees with the 
aim of making what is now France 
subject to Islam. 
The decisive Battle of Tours in 
A D 732 turned the tide, aroused the 
West out of the sleep of the Dark Ag­ 
es and ushered in the short-lived em­ 
pire of Charlemagne 
Some seven centuries later, while 
the Florentines and others were ab­ 
sorbed in the cultural achievements 
of the Renaissance, the l urks cap­ 
tured Christian Constantinople The 
bRxkade of the Bosporus cut off the 
flow of spices from the F a r East, an 
indispensable product in preserving 
meat and making it edible for aristo­ 
cratic taste 
Italy and France were virtually 
helpless, but Portugal and Spain, be­ 
ing maritime powers, moved 
to 
overcome the challenge The former 


courageously developed a sea route 
through unknown waters around the 
('ape of Good Hope and across the 
Indian Ocean, unmolested by the 
land-bound Moslems. The return 
cargoes yielded a handsome reward 
for the entrepreneurs w ho had taken 
the risks. 
The Spaniards chose a more im ­ 
aginative and much more hazardous 
“ Project Independence.” The result 
was the discovery of the Western 
Hemisphere Despite the rudimen­ 
tary means of communication and 
transportation, untold riches began 
to flow from the New World to the 
Old 
The third “ invasion" by the Mos­ 
lems has been accomplished w ithout 
their lifting a single sword, and it is 
to be hoped that the stricture in the 
“ spice” lines will be overcome w ith­ 
out the bloodshed that was the case 
in the two earlier conquests 
For a time it appeared that the 
major oil-consuming nations would 
become victims of a divide and-be- 
conquered strategy of self-defense 
There is now some promise that a 
formal or informal OPCC «Organi­ 
zation 
of 
Petroleum 
Consuming 
Countries) will come into being to 
challenge the O PEC , the oil export­ 
ers Its first objective is to negotiate 
a common formula for sharing pe­ 
troleum supplies equitably 
For the short run. conservation ol 
energy is most urgent, but the proc­ 
ess has hardly begun 
Meanwhile, 
we modern “ Portuguese” have an 
Alaskan pipeline under construc­ 
tion The northern Europeans are 
plumbing the depths of the North 
Sea.

Do not imagine, all you who rely 
on the strength of it, that America's 
foreign policy is out of the wood. It 
is not The direct entanglement in 
Vietnam may be finished (although 
the 
st ill-just-American-supported 
war there is not). 
The an tiw ar m arches inside 
America, the subversion and vio­ 
lence. the Ameican spying on Amer­ 
ican. which attended that distant 
and not altogether relevant Asian 
conflict, have been diminished. 
The Watergate affair, final hor­ 
ror. may be just about done with, 
and President 
Nixon is already 
gone. But the sapping effect that ail 
those body blows, over all those 
years, have had on America lingers 
on. 
American administrations are no 
longer free to put through important 
acts of foreign policy without hag­ 
gling over their details with Con­ 
gress, often in an atmosphere of 
public rancor. That is the true price 
which the West has paid and still 
pays for Vietnam and Watergate: 
the presidential license to act 
abroad, swiftly and decisively, has 
been lost. 
That is why Henry Kissinger, the 
secretary of State, has just spent a 
busman's holiday in Puerto Rico 
with the new- Vice President, Nelson 
Rockefeller. 
Between 
them, and 
with President Ford's sanction, they 
have been preparing a counter-at­ 
tack. a bid to fight for a clear ex­ 
pression of national interest once 
again in American foreign policy; to 
outflank those who wish to strip 
Washington not only of its residual 
dirt but also of its leadership in 
world affairs; and to establish a 
working relationship with not only a 
much younger, and more spirited, 
Congress, but one that is worse led 
by its remaining older men than in 
the calmer Eisenhower years. 
The next few weeks w ill be Rock­ 
efeller’s and Kissinger’s executive 
honeymoon. Much often comes from 
such early days. But two criteria 
should be applied to the torrent of 
speeches, of congressional break­ 
fasts, of leaks, of press conferences 
and of stunning newspaper inter­ 
views that will now tumble over the 
cataract of American self-doubt. 
First, foreigners and Americans 
alike must hope that the Rockefel­ 
ler-Kissinger crusade will succeed. 
It has seldom been less rhetorical or 
more realistic for those of us who 
still depend on American power and 
leadership to say with Kissinger in 
his Newsweek interview' that “ it is 
the absolute duty of leaders to tell 
the people what they believe is nec­ 
essary. You can make your life eas­ 
ier by not putting tough choices to 
the public. But then, when the inevit­ 
able catastrophe occurs, you have 
lost not only credibility but legitima­ 
cy.” 
But 
that 
American 
public is 
skeptical. So a second question will 
have to be asked of each foreign pol­ 
icy initiative that Ford, Rockefeller 
and Kissinger make: how relevant is 
it to the health of the West, how 
practical is it as a venture in which 
to involve Am erica? For the lesson 
of the Guam doctrine that President 
Nixon enunciated in 1969 still holds: 
where American help is enlisted, as 
in Vietnam, without conviction or in 
a lost cause, it is America and its al­ 
lies that lose in the end. 
Kissinger’s answer to that second 
challenge is either simply brave or it 
is foolhardy—only time (and his own 
judgment 
next 
sum m er 
about 
whether to stay on through the storm 


as secretary of State) will tell which. 
The Kissinger answer maintains, at 
least in theory, that Am erica’s and 
the alliance’s interest is unavoidably 
at stake in almost every foreign poli­ 
cy thrust, every call for American 
aid. 
It America once reneges on a 
com m itm ent, argues Kissinger, 
then its force as an ally will bit by 
bit disappear. This argument will be 
deployed early as 1975 unfolds: 
By early February. Kissinger 
is determined to persuade Congress 
to delay once again its threatened 
embargo on military aid to Turkey. 
To do so, he will need to point to 
signs of progress in the stalled talks 
about a settlement in Cyprus. With­ 
out this, he will not be able to sustain 
the successful policy switch he made 
before Christmas to the contention 
that Turkey is an American ally that 
must not, whatever its cussedness 
over Cyprus, be let down. 
—By April the government of 
South Vietnam, its military aid from 
America cut back, will be running 
out of bullets. Kissinger will want 
Congress to top the Saigon arsenal 
up again—and it is a safe bet that a 
very large segment of Congress, in­ 
cluding most of the 75 highly active 
new members of the House Demo­ 
cratic caucus, will either resist him 
or exact a heavy price for anything 
more than a few' token cargo-loads of 
fresh arms. 
That price is likely to be a sharp­ 
ening of the murky distinction be­ 
tween Am erica’s military and civi­ 
lian aid to needy countries. 
—By April Kissinger will also be 
embroiled in the question of the re­ 
newal of the two United Nations 
peace-keeping forces in the Middle 
East. He will doubtless want to defer 
until then any return to the Geneva 
peace conference that might mean 
once again directly involving Russia 
in Middle Eastern negotiations. 
And to achieve that he will need 
backing inside America (1) to con­ 
tinue with the agonizingly slow proc­ 
ess of the cajoling of Israel to relin­ 
quish occupied territory (first in Si­ 
nai, then in Golan); (2) to retain the 
confidence of the Arab leaders; (3) 
to continue pushing Israel toward 
bit-by-bit peace, largely by holding 
over it the threat (not a popular one 
for any administration to wield in 
Am erica) that any plunge into war 
by Israel may finally destroy its au­ 
tom atic right to unquestioning 
American support; (4) to coax both 
the Palestinians and the Israelis to 
recognize, and then talk about, each 
other’s right to exist in security and 
independence. 
—By some time in 1975—nobody 
is sure how soon—Kissinger has to 
get his partners in Europe and J a ­ 
pan to agree on a formula for use in 
bargaining with the O PEC oil pro­ 
ducers. And he has to come to under­ 
stand that his own and the Europe­ 
ans’ plans for dealing with the oil- 
money problem complement rather 
than contradict each other. 
It is a curious paradox, at a time 
when Kissinger’s personal star is 
waning, and when American foreign 
policy has become almost impossi­ 
ble to conduct, that Am erica’s as­ 
cendancy over Europe should be 
greater than for many years. It has 
happened because Europe is still 
disunited and, unlike America, pret­ 
ty desperately short of oil. 
The snag, once again, is that 
America will be able to lead even 
these powerless allies (among whom 
the most nearly powerful, Helmut 
Schmidt of West Germany, is in 


growing political trouble at home) 
only if its own leaders fully accept 
the need to restrain Am erica’s con­ 
sumption of energy; and if America 
itself accepts the notion that high- 
cost energy is the price for encour­ 
aging fresh production of energy 
from new sources. 


The lesson is always the same: 
without adequate domestic support 
for an active foreign policy, little 
can be done by America abroad. 
So there is something unreal, if 
noble, about the all-or-nothing, back- 
to-t he-1950s 
Rockefeller-Kissinger 
approach to foreign policy. And in­ 
deed it is likely that Kissinger will 
court rather than confront American 
opinion (where he is strong) and the 
brash new men of the new Congress 
(where he is potentially weak). 


Unreal it may seem, but the need 
for the Rockefeller-Kissinger cate­ 
chism is very real indeed. That 
much can be deduced from the first 
signs of the present worry which ap­ 
peared during 1974. Take the ap­ 
peals then made to Kissinger by 
President Sadat of Egypt, that he 
should enroll American help on the 
side of the moderate forces acquir­ 
ing power in Ethiopia. 
It was judged in Washington in­ 
stead that the baleful eye of Con­ 
gress would never permit such a 
fresh 
Am erican 
involvem ent 
abroad— and so Ethopia became 
more liable to drop like an apple into 
the lap of extremism. 
Then 
there was the 
helpless 
American inaction in the Middle 
East as the Nixon agony played it­ 
self out. Israel could not be effec­ 
tively pressured at such a time into 
talking to King Hussein of Jordan, 
w ith the result that at the Arabs’ R a ­ 
bat conference in October the Pale­ 
stine Liberation Organization re­ 
placed him as the recognized repre­ 
sentative of the West Bank Arabs. 
Lastly, there were the delays 
over the American trade 
story 
that 
started 
with 
Brezhnev openly skeptical 
spring about Nixon’s ability to gov­ 
ern, and ended in December with 
President Ford’s inability to extract 
from Congress more than $3 0 0 m il­ 
lion of credits for Russia from the 
Ex-lm Bank. 
What incentive, if that continues, 
will there be for Russia to hold back 
in the Middle East or for that m at­ 
ter, anywhere else? 
Am erica’s foreign policy has a 
central weakness to it that needs to 
be remedied. Its makers can no 
longer appeal automatically to ra­ 
tional national interest. So many 
years of peace and uninterrupted 
growth, and a wrong turning in Viet­ 
nam, have destroyed that. 
And the present recession may, 
at least at first, banish intelligent 
self-interest even farther. 
In its place American foreign pol­ 
icy has to rely for the moment on two 
frighteningly inadequate supports. 
Either Americans seem to have to 
feel a sense of moral mission if they 
are to permit their leaders to act 
vigorously abroad. 
Or they have to authorize their 
President to act only within the lim ­ 
its set by the legalistic and formal 
permits issued by Congress. If Kis­ 
singer and his friends can change 
that, if they can by tact and leader­ 
ship restore some sense of what it is 
in Am erica’s long-term interest to 
do, then he will be able to leave the 
Department of State with a clear 
conscience whenever he likes.

Skyrocketing prices ha v e 
ca used ma ny people to look for 
chea per substitutes or a lterna ­ 
tiv e sources of suga r. 
The suga r most people think 
of when the word is used is ta ble 
suga r from beets or suga r, tha t 
is sucrose, deriv ed from “ frut­ 
ó se” or fruit suga r a nd “ glu­ 
cose.” There a re ma ny other 
kinds of suga r. 
Consumption of suga rs in a ll 
forms ma kes up 25 per cent of 
the ca lories in the na tiona l diet. 
This compa res with 18 per cent 
in 19 09 -13. Consumption of sug­ 
a rs per da y in a ll forms in 19 09 - 
13 wa s estim a ted by USDA a s 
157 gra m s per da y, a nd in 19 74 
a s 208 gra m s Refined suga rs 
a nd other sweeteners prov ide 
few nutrients other tha n ca lor­ 
ies The unrefined or less re­ 
fined types prov ide a sm a ll 
a m ount of phosphorus a nd 
more iron. 
Refined Suga r 
Our refined suga r tha t we 
term “ ta ble suga r ” is one of our 
forms of energy. Fresh fruits 
a nd sweet v egeta bles, such a s 
ca rrots, sweet pota toes a nd to­ 
ma toes. bring sweetness to a 
food a nd a lso conta in v ita mins 
a nd minera ls. 
With the high price of suga r 
a nd its low nutritiona l v a lue, 
this would seem to be a good 
time to lessen the a mount of 
suga r used when prepa ring or 
serv ing foods such a s cerea ls, 
ca nned fruits, brea ds, ca ke a nd 
ice crea m . 
During the time of high prices 
for suga r the resourceful hom e­ 
ma ker will go ba ck to using 
syrups to supply a ll or pa rt of 
the sweetening desired in cer­ 
ta in foods She will find tha t 
some syrups a re better tha n 
others for a pa rticula r purpose. 
Light com syrup, with its 
mild fla v or a nd its la ck of color, 
is proba bly the best a ll-a round 
substitute for suga r The more 
highly fla v ored sorghum a nd 
m ola sses, while suita ble for 
such products a s gingerbrea d, 
spice ca kes, a nd certa in cook­ 
ies. should not be used in pre­ 
serv ing beca use their fla v or 
ma sks tha t of the fruit. You 
need to remember tha t when­ 
ev er a substitute is used, the 
finished product will be som e­ 
wha t different in fla v or, color, 
a nd texture from one ma de 
with suga r. Of the syrups, only 
honey ma kes a s sweet a prod­ 
uct a s suga r. 
Honey is higher in price per 
weight tha n suga r but ha s a 
grea ter sweetening a bility tha n 
pure sucrose, or gra nula ted 
suga r. P urcha sed in la rge 
qua ntity a nd direct from the 
producer, the price of honey is 
often v ery competitiv e with the 
present higher prices of suga r 
Perha ps more persons will be­ 
come interested in ra ising hon­ 
ey bees 
If you wish to use honey, m o­ 
la sses or corn syrup in ba king, 
you will get best results from 
especia lly dev eloped recipes 
If, howev er, you wish to try 
substitutions in your fa v orite 
recipes for ba ked foods, here 
a re some suggested guidelines; 
M ola sses, honey, or corn syr­ 
up ma y be substituted for a ll 
the suga r in a ny recipe tha t 
a sks for a sma ll ra tio of suga r 
to other ingredients This group 
includes most brea ds, rolls a nd 
muffins. 
In recipes tha t ca ll for a high 
ra tion of suga r to other ingre­ 
dients (most ca kes a nd cook 
íes), you need to reduce the 
a mount of liquid in the recipe if 
you substitute m ola sses, honey 
or corn syrup 
Recommenda 
tions a re tha t you reduce the li­ 
quid ingredients one fourth cup 
for ea ch cup of m ola sses, honey 
or corn syrup used For exa m 
pie, if you substitute one-ha lf 


cup honey for one-ha lf cup sug­ 
a r. reduce liquid in the recipe 
by two ta blespoons. 
Substitute 
You will be more likely to 
ha v e a successful product if you 
substitute for only ha lf the sug­ 
a r in the recipe. Sweetening in­ 
gredients v a ry in sweetening 
power, ha v e distinct fla v ors 
which ma y a ffect other fla v or­ 
ing ingredients in the product 
a nd differ from suga r in their 
effect on browning. 
Other wa ys of sa v ing suga r 
besides using sweeteners a re: 
Use ca nned fruit juices for 
sweetening fruits a nd for m a k­ 
ing gela tin desserts, puddings 
a nd bev era ges. 
Use fruits in a ll 
forms— 
ba ked, stewed, sca lloped, in 
whips, in fritters, a nd on short­ 
ca kes 
Dried fruits ma y repla ce ca n­ 
dy or pa rt of the sweetening in 
puddings or other desserts. 
Serv e more foods prepa red 
with m ola sses, sorghum a nd 
honey. 
Sea son foods with plenty of 
sa lt. This will bring out the 
sweetness. 
A cha nge to a less sweet diet 
could be a bonus for your body’s 
nutritiona l sta tus a s well a s for 
your pocketbook.

wa rm wa ter (a fter protecting 
the floor with newspa pers a nd a 
pla stic drop cloth ) a nd a pplied 
this with a sponge pa int roller 
until the pa per is sa tura ted. Do 
one pa nel a t a tim e. When 
pa per is wet it ca n be scra ped 
off with a putty knife. Where 
pa int ha s been a pplied you will 
he delighted if it comes off in 
bits a nd pieces. 
To get a rea lly clea n job you 
proba bly will ha v e to rent a 
wa llpa per stea mer. Wa sh a nd 
rub off a ny scra ps of pa per or 
glue left with steel wool a nd a n 
a ll-purpose clea ner, rinse, dry 
a nd then a pply sizing before 
a pplying new pa per. — POLLY.

The board ruled 5-0 at its 
meeting last week that the 
E PA should have declared an 
ozone watch at noon Aug. 9, In 
a strongly worded statement, it 
told the board that, “ It is a 
public disservice to ignore pub­ 
lic health regulations.”

Ozone, a gas formed

Virginia Bicentennial 
plans well underway

RICHM OND, Va — While 
much of the nation still floun­ 
ders in the face of America’s 
Bicentennial celebration, the 
state of Virginia claims to have 
its battery of plans for the na­ 
tion’s 200th birthday well under 
control. Initial preparations for 
the unique celebration were be­ 
gun in Virginia nearly eight 
years ago, according to the 
state’s Bicentennial commis­ 
sion. 
Extensive preparations in­ 
clude the restoration of major 
historic sites, construction of 
three state Bicentennial cen­ 
ters and the spending of an esti­ 
mated $300 million in new visi­ 
tor facilities including the 
building of more than 15,000 ho­ 
tel and motel rooms and of two 
multi-million-dollar family en­ 
tertainment theme parks. 
Restoration projects are 
nearing completion at major 
historic attractions such 
as 
Charlottesville where Thomas 
Jefferson lived, Alexandria 
near George 
Washington’s 
home Mount Vernon, Yorktown 
where the Revolutionary War 
ended, and the colonial capital 
Williamsburg. 
As a convenience to the mil­ 
lions of visitors expected in Vir­ 
ginia during the celebration, a 
Bicentennial Center in northern 
Virginia has opened and two 
more are scheduled for comple­ 
tion in Yorktown and Char­ 
lottesville by 1976. The three 
centers are designed to portray 
the life and times of early Vir­ 
ginia during the nation’s devel­ 
opment and to introduce visi­ 
tors to the state’s nearby at­ 
tractions and events. 
In addition, two new highway 
welcome stations are planned, 
increasing the number of sta­ 
tions at points of entry to 10. 
The stations supply visitors 
with travel information and 


have the capacity to make on- 
the-spot reservations at motels 
and hotels anywhere in Virgi­ 
nia. 
Kings Dominion and Busch 
Gardens will open this sprng, 
spotlighting Virginia as the 
home of two of the largest, most 
expensive family entertain­ 
ment-theme park centers in the 
nation. Both parks, totaling $85 
million, will include historical 
theme areas. 
In addition, more than 80 cit­ 
ies and towns in Virginia are 
now revising tours for visitors. 
Most of these tours have rele­ 
vance to the Bicentennial spirit 
and theme. Furthermore, ap­ 
proximately 200 events are be­ 
ing planned for the festival 
year. 
One result of this rise in ac­ 
tivity and planning is that tour 
operators such as airline, rail 
and bus companies now offer 
120 package tours to the Old Do­ 
minion, an increase of 23 per 
cent over last year. 
A primary reason for Virgi­ 
nia’s extensive plan-and-devel- 
opment programs prior to the 
Bicentennial is that the state 
bulges with more than 350 years 
of basic American history. Vir­ 
ginia seems to have nurtured 
more than its share of historic 
places such as Jamestown, Wil­ 
liamsburg and Yorktown and of 


famous Americans including 
George Washington, Thomas 
Jefferson, Patrick Henry and 
John Marshall.

Milk output decreased during 1974 


WASHINGTON (AP) — P re­ 
lim inary figures by the A gricul­ 
ture 
D epartm ent 
show 
that 
m ilk production per cow 
in­ 
creased last y ear after slum p­ 
ing in 19 73 for the first tim e 
since World War II. 
But the 
slight gain in av erage produc­ 
tion per cow did not prev ent 
another decline in total U.S. 
milk output, estim ated at less 
than 
114.8 6 
billion 
pounds. 
Dairy ex perts in the depart­ 
ment think 19 75 production will 
decline again, although there 
could be som e recov ery late in 
the y ear if big corn and other 
crops 
m aterialize 
and 
feed 
costs go down from current 
high lev els. 
The 1974 crop in total milk 
production was far less than a 
3.5 per cent decline in 19 73. Av ­ 
erage milk output per cow in 
19 73 declined to 10,125 pounds 
per anim al from 10,250 the pre­ 
v ious y ear 
The 1974 av erage 
was 10.29 1 pounds, a record 
high 
.Also, the figures showed, the 
U S . dairy cow inv entory — 
which has been declining for 
m any y ears — dropped again 
in 19 74*to 11,161.000 head, a d e­ 
cline of 258 .000 from 19 73 That 
put the av erage num ber of 


cow s on farm s last y ear to its 
sm allest total in nearly a centu­ 
ry of USDA records 
A rev iew of those records 
Monday showed that av erage 
milk production per cow had in­ 
creased annually since World 
War II until the 19 73 slum p. 
But during the war there w as a 
rapid buildup of dairy 
cow 
herds, reaching a peak of near­ 
ly 28 m illion head. Those new 
cow s, m any of them poor quali­ 
ty by today ’s standards, meant 
a statistical drop in av erage 
production. A World War II 
cow , for ex am ple, av eraged 
only about 4,600 pounds of milk 
a y ear, less than one-half to­ 
d ay ’s output. 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
National F arm ers Union say s 
“ the door is wide open” for 
new farm legislation as the new

The target price of w heat, for 
ex am ple, is $2,05 per bushel.

As recession-proof as ever, 
the arms business is going 
great guns in the Persian Gulf 
area, and some competent ob­ 
servers contend that long-range 
it promises to produce highly 
dangerous instability. 
What is going on there now 
seems only the beginning and 
only one aspect of a complex of 
arms races. 
Expert projections indicate 
that at present rates, members 
of the Organization of Petro­ 
leum Exporting Countries will 
have a trillion dollars to invest 
in 10 years. So why be stingy 
with arms? 
The U.S. State 
Department 
says 
American 
arms “ contribute to stability” 
in the Middle East, but the 
buildup has an uncomfortable 
looking momentum. 
Even if Israel and her imme­ 
diate Arab neighbors manage 
to avoid a fifth war, an ex­ 
plosion eventually appears all 
too possible elsewhere in an 
area where super powers con­ 
test. 
Statistics on the burgeoning 
petro-armies for the last few 
years are mightily sobering. 
The world trade in arms is 
estimated to have hit $18 billion 
in fiscal 1974, a large share of 
it in the Middle East. 
The United States is the 
world's biggest arms supplier. 
To the sensitive Persian Gulf 
area alone in the last three 
years the United States sold $8 
billion worth of arms. Apart 
from Israel, the main Ameri­ 
can Middle East clients are 
Iran and Saudi Arabia. 
The Soviet Union is the sec­ 
ond-ranking supplier of arms to 
the world. In the Middle East 
its main clients are Syria, 
Egypt and Iraq. It evidently 
has 
some 
guerrilla 
benefi­ 
ciaries as well. 
France has customers all 
over the Middle East Others 
such as West Germany, Brit­ 


ain, Communist Poland and 
Communist 
Czechoslovakia 
clamor for a share in the prof­ 
its of the trade. 
All are able to explain their 
moves. 
The Americans often “ main­ 
tain the military balance” in 
the Middle East. French, Brit­ 
ish and Germans suggest that 
if they don’t supply 
arms, 
somebody else will, and any­ 
way they must make up for the 
painful costs of oil. The Rus­ 
sians and their allies purport to 
back 
“ oppressed” 
people 
against aggression and uphold 
“ fraternal” 
governments 
or 
useful “ liberation movements.” 
Four months ago the Institute 
of Strategic Services in London 
noted that since 1970 there had 
been a jolting upsurge in arms 
spending by Iran and Saudi 
Arabia, earh eager to amass 
sophisticated weaponry. The 
ISS regarded this as promising 
a “ very dangerous” situation of 
instability. 
In the fiscal year that ended 
July 1, Iran, a nation of 30 mil­ 
lion, bought a thumping $3.5 
billion 
worth 
of 
American 
weaponry, a total more than 10 
times what the whole world 
spent on arms in 1952. 
The Shah of Iran is often pic­ 
tured as eager to restore the 
Persian glory of 25 centuries 
ago, to build Iran into a rank­ 
ing world military power in a 
relatively short time. 
The other day Saudi Arabia, 
a desert nation of 8 million not 
long ago considered backward 
and feudal, contracted for an 
additional $756 million worth of 
American supersonic jet fight­ 
ers. In December it contracted 
with France for $860 million 
worth of military hardware
